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Attachment to Advisory Action 

In the proposed After Final amendment filed 3/30/04, the applicants 5 have attempted to 
move limitations from the preamble, to the body of each of Claims 3, 54 and 62. This raises new 
issues narrowing the scope of the claims and requiring further consideration and search by the 
examiner. 

Furthermore, the latter recitation of "a component" (line 5 of Claim 54, line 4 of Claim 
54, and line 6 of Claim 62) is unclear if this is referring to the previous recitation of "a 
component" in the preamble of each of Claims 3, 54 and 62. This also raises new 112, 2 nd 
paragraph issues also requiring further consideration by the examiner but it is unclear how many 
"component(s)" are being claimed.
